Three educators in the Colum­ 
biana County rural school sys­ 
tem 
will attend a 
“ Project 
breakthrough” workshop begin­ 
ning Monday at the University 
of Akron. 
Enrolled for the 15-day course 
are Peter Marra, junior high 
supervisor, and Thomas Jones, 
recently hired elementary sup­ 
ervisor, both in the county edu­ 
cation office, and John Field- 
house, 
principal of Fairfield 
School in Fairfield - Waterford 
District. 
County Supt. William L. Phil­ 
lis said the purpose of the pro­ 
gram is to improve the home- 
school functioning of handicap­ 
ped children by providing train­ 
ing in the application of diag­ 
nostic teaching and behavior 
management methods to special 
education leadership personnel. 
They, in turn, will assist spe­ 
cial education teachers in us­ 
ing these techniques in their 
classrooms. 
The first phase of the project 
will 
be 
the workshop 
itself 
where the participants will work 
with handicapped children. 
The second phase will con­ 
tinue through next school year 
as participants assist the class­ 
room teachers with the techni­ 
ques learned. Meetings will be 
held 
periodically 
during 
the 
year. 
Participants agreed to take 
part in both phases before they 
were accepted, Phillis said.

Trustees 
Seek Grant 


Goshen Township trustees de­ 
cided 
at a 
special 
meeting 
Thursday night at the Township 
Hall on Route 165 to seek a fed­ 
eral grant to hire a full-time 
constable and purchase a police 
cruiser and VASCAR unit. 
Following a lengthy discus­ 
sion during which Trustee Frank 
Chepke commented it might be 
an opportune time to put on a 
full-time constable, the trustees 
authorized the clerk to apply 
for financial aid under the Om­ 
nibus Crime Control and Safe 
Streets Act. 
If the application is approved, 
the township would pay 25 per 
cent of the cost. 
Constable Bruce Riley said he is 
investigating the thefts of sever­ 
al stop signs and pointed out the 
theft is a serious offense since 
traffic accidents could result be­ 
cause motorists would be un­ 
aware that a stop is required 
where the signs are posted. 
Trustees also discussed a nox­ 
ious weed problem on a lot near 
Damascus but tabled action un­ 
til Tuesday night’s meeting. 
Nick Cosma, chairman, re­

The church was 
organized as a part of the Yel­ 
low Creek congregation in 1821 
and was the third Presbyterian 
congregation 
in 
Columbiana 
County. Two years later, by ac­ 
tion of Hartford Presbytery, the 
congregation was divided and 
the group which subsequently 
selected the name Bethel (house 
or place of God) became a sep­ 
arate organization. 
Once Log Structure 
The first Bethel church was 
constructed of double - hewed 
logs in 1823 on two acres which 
Thomas Patterson donated in 
1821 for a cemetery and church 
site. Worshipers used the log 
building until 1852. 
Bethel’s first minister was 
the Rev. James Robertson, a 
graduate of St. Andrew's, Edin­ 
burg, Scotland. 
Bethel has had over 25 min­ 
isters during its history. It has 
245 members. Since 1963, there 
have been 137 accessions and 
109 baptisms—40 adults and 69 
children. Rev. Harper has offi­ 
ciated for 50 funerals and per­ 
formed 52 weddings. He is a 
member of the Ruritan Club 
and is president of Lisbon Ki- 
wanis Club. His wife, Edith, 
leads the choir and teaches at 
Highlandtown School.

Striking Contrast 


While Apo llo 1 5 astro nauts wait to 
catch the nex t American co mmuter 
ro cket to the mo o n later this mo nth, 
New Yo rk City o fficials repo rt that the 
rat co ntro l pro gram is making o nly a 
sm all dent o n the eno rmo us pro blem. 
New Yo rk has nearly 2 ,000 square 
blo cks o f serio usly rat-infested slum 
area. And this sam e sto ry is repeated in 
o ther large metro po litan areas. 
This is no t to say that if o ur space 
pro gram had no t been dev elo ped, there 
wo uld be no rats to day . 
But the co ntrast certainly sho uld 
remind us that pro grams inv o lv ing 
human safety and dignity sho uld no t lag 
so terribly far behind o thers in an age o f 
space ex plo ratio n, co mputerizatio n and 
so phisticated techno lo gy 


With prices go ing up steadily and 
m ajo r w age co ntract n ego tiatio n s 
pro mising mo re o f the sam e, the issue 
o f wage and price co ntro ls just wo n’t 
disappear. 
Geo rge Meany , president o f the AFL- 
CIO, say s he can see no alternativ e to 
wage 
and price regulatio ns if the 
present eco no mic situatio n is to be 
bro ught under co ntro l. 
P resid en t N ix o n has stead fastly 
refused to hav e any thing to do with 
co ntro ls in spite o f a deterio rating 
eco no mic picture. The result has been

So me go v ernment spo kesmen are 
giv ing o ut with ro sy predictio ns again 
which are, fo r the mo st part, un­ 
substantiated by facts and figures.

Trip Raises Questions 


The President’s anno uncement that he plans a 
trip to Red China raises many interesting ques­ 
tio ns abo ut the future relatio nship o f the United 
States to that co untry . A presidential, trip to a 
co untry with who m we hav e no diplo matic rela­ 
tio ns is a mo st startling dev elo pment. 
Do es this mean that the United States will no 
lo nger try to keep Red China o ut o f the United 
Natio ns? It wo uld appear that the admissio n o f 
Red China is a 50-50 po ssibility fo r this autumn 
and a dead certainty fo r 1 97 2. 
Once v o ted in, the Chinese Reds will take Na­ 
tio nalist China’s seat. As the chief financial angel 
o f Palestine’s Arab co mmando s, and o f so -called 
“ wars o f natio nal liberatio n,” Red China’s entry 
into the United Natio ns suggests real tro uble. Red 


China will attempt to mo ld a team o f the “ hav e- 
no t” natio ns. It no do ubt will attempt to build a 
'“ Third Wo rld Blo c” o f smaller po wers, making 
it ev en mo re difficult fo r the western po wers to 
ex ert influence o n these smaller natio ns. 
In all likeliho o d Red China will demand the re­ 
placem ent o f the Chinese presently o n the sec­ 
retariat by sending its o wn mainland Reds to 
take 8 1 U.N. staff jo bs. 
It seems strange that the United States has 
decided to curry fav o r with the Reds while im­ 
po sing sanctio ns against o ur friends, the Rho desi­ 
ans, and raising questio n marks abo ut o ur po licy 
o f suppo rting o ur lo ng-term allies — Po rtugal, 
So uth Africa and .Greece. 
Are we say ing that we appro v e the internal 
po licies o f Red China but no t tho se o f o ur friends?

o r pro per phy sique fo r pilo ting 
mo o n missiles. 
to be sure, there are tho usands 
o f wo men pilo ts aro und, but mo st 
m ale pilo ts will tell y o u they fly 
co ntraptio ns o bso lete since Eddie 
Rickenbacker was a kid. 
“ Yo u so rt o f ex pect the plane’s 
•destinatio n to be readable o n a 
crankable sign abo v e the wind­ 
shield,” said an airlines pilo t 
here. “ Mo st wo men pilo ts think 
being an astro naut is as simple as 
riding a sky ro cket. They think an 
astro naut climbs in, buckles his 
seat belt, po ints the no se at the 
mo o n and lights the fuse. It ain’t 
Like that, girls.” 
Such adm o nitio ns are un­ 
necessary , ho wev er. There are 4 5 
men in NASA’s astro naut stable 
and no plans fo r additio ns. 
Besides, the Apo llo pro gram has 
o nly two mo re flights befo re the 
space center turns its attentio n in 
1 97 3 
to ward 
establishing 
“ Sky lab.” an o rbital wo rksho p. 
After that, the nex t v enture will 


be "Space Shuttle” in 197 8—a 
kind o f airplane transpo rt bet­ 
ween Sky lab and earth. 
“ The perso nnel riding back and 
fo rth o n the shuttle will 
be 
scientists,” o ffered 
an 
NASA 
spo kesm an. “ So m e o f them 
m ight be w o m en who have 
qualified as s c ie n tis ts .” (Or 
m ay be, do y o u think, stew ar­ 
desses? ) 
AT ANY RATE, there appears 
little ho pe fo r a “ m anned” flight 
{ 
iro g ram which will include 
adies—no t fo r awhile, any way . 
NASA can spo ut the reaso ns: 
Appo lo spacesh ips a re no t 
designed 
to 
allo w 
fo r 
the 
bio lo gical differences 
between 
men and wo men. 
T here is no ro o m abo ard 
spacecraft fo r the “ mo dicum o f 
privacy ” required by wo men, 
w hatever that is. 
“ At the present tim e,” said the 
spo kesman, pilo ting skill is a 
chief co nsideratio n . . . as lo ng as 
prim ary requirem ents 
include 
being a graduate o f a test pilo t 
scho o l and having 2.000 ho urs o f 
jet fly ing time, it will be difficult 
fo r wo men to qualify 
as 
astro nauts.” 
So me wo men are wo rking o n it. 
FEMALE JE T PILOTS G errie 
Co bb and Jacqueline Co chran 
hav e lo ng preached fo r distaff 
spacem en. 
Sev eral 
wo m en 
repo rtedly applied as no npilo ting 
scicntist-astro nauts but w ere 
screened o ut. 
Other wo men are just fed up 
with it. 
“ I think it’s abo ut tim e they 
started invo lving wo men in the 
space pro gram .” said Mrs. Clco 
Sherbo w o f Baltimo re. “ I do n’t 
see why they haven’t started 
gro o m ing 
so m e 
wo m en 
« tro o aute. Surely , there must be 


so me girls in 
the 20-30 age 
bracket in this co untry who co uld 
qualify .” 
Mrs. Sherbo w was a co ntestant 
here in the recent Po wder Puff 
Derby , a transco ntinental air­ 
plane race fo r wo men spo nso red 
by a cigarette co mpany (Virginia 
Siims). 
‘‘If tho se cigarette peo ple are 
thinking abo ut pro mo ting wo men 
as a stro n a uts, th e y ’d be tte r 
ex pand o n their slo gan a little,” 
o bserved a fem ale fly er fro m 
Seattle. “ So mething like, ‘Yo u’ve 
co me a lo ng way , baby .. but 
y o u 
sure go t a lo ng way to go !’ ” 
Mrs. Sherbo w has flo wn m o re 
than 2,200 ho urs and claim s it is 
kno wn that wo men are better 
pilo ts than men. “ Talk to any o ne 
in the aviatio n field and they ’ll 
tell y o u wo m en a re be tte r 
because they care and because 
they ’re mo re careful.” 
Like a c e rta in re n ta l c a r 
agency , a wo man tries harder, 
Mrs. Sherbo w said, 
“ because 
she’s alway s had a 
pro blem 
m aking h erself h eard . S h e’s 
alway s had that o ne bio lo gical 
hurdle to o verco m e.” 
WE ALL KNOW, o f co urse, 
abo ut th a t bio lo gical h urdle. 
Discriminatio n against fem ales

Lo ngsho remen’s 
leaders here. Many o f them are 
angry men — fo r many o f their 
fo llo wers are jo bless. And there’s 
strike fever in the tepid air. If the 
signals are what they seem to be, 
harbo rs fro m Sears Po rt, Maine, 
to Bro wnsville, Tex as, will be 
shut tight, 
headlines will 
be 
scream ing just as they are no w 
o ver rail 
and co mmunicatio n 
crises. 
It’s alway s startling to insiders 
to o bserve the lack o f natio nal 
understanding o f the significance 
o f the o pen-shirted, ro ugh and 
alw ay s read y do ckw allo pers, 
here fo r 
their 42nd 
natio nal 
co nventio n. They are o ne o f the 
few actual industrial po wer blo cs 
in the land. If they strike when 
their co ntract is up o n Sept. 30, 
they can co rk up the land by 
bo ttling up C anadian. G reat 
Lakes, Atlantic and Gulf po rts. 
THEN, 
MIGHTY 
LITTLE 
CARGO mo ves in o r o ut o f the 
natio n, do cks are clo gged, rail 
freight backs up, truck, rail and 
w ater freight is em bargo ed — 
and a rail strike is much like a 
sho rt circuit o n a to y train set by 
co m pariso n. Yet tho ugh the 
signals are o bvio us here, and all 
the 
ma ri t i me 
go vernm ent 
leaders are here — including 
jo urnalism ’s gift to wo men’s lib 
and federal o fficialdo m, fo rm er 
repo rter Helen D. Bentley , no w 
chairlady o f the U. S. M aritim e 
Co mmissio n — little is being do ne 
by Co ngress to avert a sto ppage 
befo re the natio n gets ano ther set 
o f strike-pro vo ked 
scream ing- 
meemies. 
Co ngress co uld do this 
by 
po uring o ut a few millio n do llars 
in ship subsidies to m ake m o re 
wo rk — instead o f standing by 
and letting a 
sto ppage 
flare 
which will co st billio ns o f do llars. 
But the men o n the Hill never 
mo ve until they are called into 
midnight sessio n to sit as a 
natio nal labo r co urt. 
Fro m here o n the scenario will 
run so mewhat 
like this: 
The 
o pening scene will be the New 
Yo rk Harbo r. There the piers are 
ro tting and dy ing. So me 4.000 
m em bers o f the Internatio nal 
L o ngsho rem en’s Assn. ( I LA > 
(AFL-CIO) are jo bless. Many o f 
the m o vie-ty pe ho o k-carry ing 
do ckw allo pers 
have 
been 
replaced by huge steel co ntainers 
which carry cargo in o ne huge 
steel “package.” 
HOWEVER, under the swiftly 
ex piring th re e -y e ar co n tract 
these men are guaranteed an 
annual wage o f $9 .568 . To get this 
mo ney they must sho w fo r wo rk 
at the central registers. No t all o f 
them repo rt regularly . No t all o f 
them a re co n stan tly w itho ut 
wo rk. So do n’t do any arithm etic. 
The co st, ho wever, is eno rmo us 
fo r the New Yo rk Shipping Assn. 
which, pay s the bill fo r the idle. 
In the first y ear, the guaran­ 


teed pay ran to $2.7 millio n. Then 
it jum ped to $14 millio n. Finally 
this y ear it will hit $30 millio n. 
This makes it a to tal o f so me $47 
millio n fo r idle men. 
E x ecutive 
Vice 
P re sid e n t 
Jo hnny Bo wers, as quiet as he is 
to ugh when he bargains fo r his 
men, say s: “ We have go t 4,000 
lo ngsho remen who have lo st their 
jo bs. We’re lucky we nego tiated 
the guaranteed annual wage. The 
men, ho wever, just check in and 
go ho me. But they are lo st peo ple. 
It’s go o d to kno w a man has a 
check. But it is no t go o d fo r him 
to be witho ut w o rk.” 
Bo wers, wo rking clo sely with 
his chief, ILA President Teddy 
Gleaso n, ’ wants new co ntainer 
pier facilities buil 
built o n 
M an h a tta n ’s W est Side, the 
histo ric do cks o nce kno wn the 
w o rld 
o ver 
as 
the 
g re a t 
passenger and cargo center. It 
wo uld no t take much mo ney to 
ship them into shape. And it 
wo uld no t take m o re than $20 
millio n to subsidize the reac­ 
tivating o f lux ury liners such as 
the 
U nited 
S ta te s, 
the 
In­ 
dependence and the Co nstitutio n, 
eight o f which are no w laid up. 
TH E R E ISN ’T A SINGLE 
American flag passenger ship 
mo ving o ut o f Atlantic and Gulf 
po rts. They can’t o perate o r even 
break even witho ut a subsidy . 
Yet theU. S. State Dept, has been 
pressuring Gleaso n and Bo wers 
to handle So viet cruise ships no w 
lo o king fo r blue-ribbo n traffic. 
Gleaso n has said he wo uld end 
the lo ngsho remen’s 21-y ear ban 
o n handling Russian vessels if the 
U. S. go vernment wo uld put a few 
“ pennies”

do wn, “ if y o u can’t settle a 
co ntract in New' Yo rk, y o u can’t 
settle a co ntract any where until 
we settle first.

And no w the ILA is asking fo r

sides and it can’t co ntinue to pay

“ The emplo y ers might as well 
kno w no w that I will never give 
up the guaranteed annual w age.”

So the public no w kno ws and 
sho uldn't be surprised when the 
do cks are paraly zed as they are 
no w o n the West Co ast. There’s 
never any m y stery to the in­

strike. 
The c a rd s 
alway s are o n the table. 
This time, ho wever, no t o nly 
the natio n's entire transpo rt, o n 
sea. land and even in the air is 
invo lved, but fo reign po licy ana 
trade with the So viets and with 
Red China to o . No w is the tim e 
fo r Co ngress to pay the pennies 
fo r o ur o wn w aterfro nt peo ple 
instead o f o pening the do cks to 
what is essentially unfair, slave- 
wage Co mmunist co mpetitio n!

The juvenility o f this co tto n-in- 
the-ears appro ach o ught to m ake 
it pretty rare in what we are to ld 
is the best-educated generatio n o f 
students in o ur histo ry . But it 
isn’t all that rare. 
It’s related to a pheno meno n 
that may be unique to o ur times 
— the po sitive quest o f so me fo r 
alienatio n fro m 
established 
so ciety and its leaders. 
Alienatio n as such is no t at all 
new. In western civilizatio n, at 
least, there have alway s been 
alienated gro ups — the gro ssly 
deprived, the natio na, racial and 
religio us mino rities, o ccasio nally 
(no t just in this age) the disen­ 
chanted y o ung. 
IN THIS TIME when to talk o f 
the 1950s is to go back bey o nd 
“ relevan t h isto ry ” 
in so m e 
peo ple’s view, dragging up the 
mo re distant past will surely be 
assailed as bo th po intless and 
unfo rgivable. Nevertheless. 
Back to the famo us Crusades in 
the llth and 12th centuries. Mo st 
o f us who rem em ber any thing 
abo ut them fro m scho o lbo o k day s 
pro bably think o f them as the 
treks acro ss Euro pe o f no ble 
Chrisians bent o n striking do wn 
the infidels in the N ear East. No t 
quite! 
Histo ries o f the Crusades sho w 
that the m ass o f hum ans who 
m ade these treks w ere the 
alienated peasants o f no rthern 
Euro pe, insecure in liveliho o d, 
detached fro m and unhappy with 
establish ed 
so ciety . 
T heir 
m arches thro ugh fo reign lands 
cut a swath o f m urder, rape, 
lo o ting and o ther o utrages. They 
were so ciety ’s ro o tless fo lk, o n 
ram page. 
Mo st alienated gro ups find no 
such o utlet. They suffer o utside 
the fo ld, o r battle, alo ne o r 
to gether, to get inside. 
Tho se to day who deliberately 
seek alienatio n (m ay be no t a 
large number) are planning their 
self-defeat. Fo r histo ry ’s cruel 
lesso n, quite relevant, is that 
o utsiders win no thing but death, 
po verty , bitterness 
and emp­ 
tiness.

CA A Budget 
Is Approved 
By Trustees 


Trustees of the Community 
Action Agency of Columbiana 
County, Inc., Thursday night ap­ 
proved 
proposed 
budgets 
of 
$36,883 for the community re­ 
source centers, and $20,117 for 
the administration of the agen­ 
cy. 
A significant change is 
the 
addition 
of 
funding 
for 
the 
Wellsville resource center which 
has been operating on a volun­ 
teer basis for over two years. 
The two budgets are for the 
year beginning Sept. 1 and are 
being forwarded to the Chicago 
office of the Office of Economic 
Opportunity for approval. 
Both budgets are the same as 
for the current year. 
However, the amounts 
pro­ 
posed 
for 
the East Liverpool 
and Salineville resource centers 
were reduced to provide $8,380 
for the Wellsville center. 
The budget for East Liver­ 
pool center is set 
at 
$19,777 
compared with $24,448 this year, 
and that for the Salineville cen­ 
ter is $8,726 compared with $12,- 
435 this year. 
East Liverpool and Salineville 
each will lose an outreach work­ 
er under the proposed budget 
so Wellsville can have a center 
coordinator and outreach aide. 
The trustees noted that the 
CAA has, through the Neighbor­ 
hood Youth Corps, increased by 
$22,000 the amount of help going 
into the East Liverpool

during the 1971 summer season 
to pay some 60 youths.

I tried it earlier 
this year and it took too much 
out of me.” 
So he skipped the British and 
Western Open. It paid off. He 
fired an eight-under-par 64 on 
the 6,700-yard, par 72 West­ 
chester Country Club course 
Thursday to take command of 
the first day’s play. 
He had a one stroke advan­

on

over Ken Still and defending 
champion Bruce Crampton. At 
67 was Gibby Gilbert. 
Lee Trevino, playing his 15th 
consecutive tournament, turned 
in a 71 and Jack Nicklaus just 
made par. 
‘‘I did what I needed to do, 
what' I should have done ear­ 
lier,” said Palmer of his time 
off. “ It was the first time I had 
nothing planned to do in a long, 
long time.” 
He said he spent most of his 
time swimming, playing with 
his kids, doing a little flying 
and practicing his putting. 
What happened was five bird­ 
ies for a front nine 31 and three 
birdies for three under on the 
back side. 
He 
sank 
three 
deuces, 
dropped birdie putts of 15, 18 
and 22 feet, reached one par 
five in two and took the lead 
when he wedged from six feet 
for a birdie on the final hole. 
What happened was his best 
18-hole score since a first round 
64 in the Citrus Open two years 
ago. 
Wood, a 32-year-old pro who 
joined the tour 10 years ago but 
didn’t play full time until last 
season, carded seven birdies to 
go three under on the front nine 
and four under coming home. 
Trevino, 
however, 
had his 
problems. He took three bogeys 
on the front nine with only one 
par for a 38. On the backstretch 
he carded only one bogey and 
salvaged his game with two 
birdies and an eagle—on the 
par five No. 12.

nicely and needs no more spurs 
or restraints, th e word being 
sent to clients by some private 
research ers is decidedly differ­ 
ent. 
A growing divergence is de­ 
veloping. Fears are being ex­ 
pressed th at Wash ington pol­ 
icies are not dealing effectively 
with 
unemployment, inflation, 
interest rates and investments. 
Th eir views are h ardly uni­ 
form, but one opinion widely 
h eld is th at a tax cut of some 
sort is needed, coupled with 
more aggressive leadersh ip in 
restraining 
rising wages and 
prices. 
Wh ile th e private critics of 
economic policy are not free 
from error th ey do h ave in­ 
fluence. 
Th eir views, th erefore, 
are 
worth listening to if for no oth ­ 
er reason th at th ey are being 
listened to elsewh ere.

By 1980, industry officials ex­ 
pect sales of $2 billion and 7 .5 
million veh icles in use. 
In a survey a year or so ago, 
th e 
Recreational 
Veh icle 
In­ 
stitute found th at h alf th e re­ 
spondents were first-time own­ 
ers and th at 30 per cent of 
th em h ad owned th eir veh icles 
for less th an one year. 
As recently as 1956, only 15,- 
000 or so travel trailers and 
motor h omes were produced. 
But in th ose incredible 1960s,

per cent. 
Th e industry is still devel­ 
oping. Major car rental com­ 
panies are doing an increasing 
business 
in 
recreational 
ve­ 
h icles, ch arging as little as $50 
a week for basic compact to 
$350 plus mileage for a full-fa- 
cility motor h ome. 
Motel 
ch ains, 
recognizing 
th at if th ey can’t sell beds to 
families using recreational ve­ 
h icles th ey can sell th em space, 
are opening trailer parks. 
Selling 
prices 
last 
year 
ranged from as little as $300 for 
th e smallest units to $2,500 for 
more soph isticated products ca­ 
pable of sleeping six or eigh t 
people. 
Many camp trailer owners 
step 
up 
to 
truck 
campers, 
wh ich are designed to be tem­ 
porarily 
c a r r i e d 
or 
per­ 
manently affixed on one - h alf 
ton or larger trucks. Th e camp­ 
er is more of a family veh icle, 
and it isn’t uncommon to see 
youngsters looking out th e win­ 
dow 
of 
th e bunk 
over 
th e 
truck’s driving compartment. 
Th e 
RVI 
estimates 
th at 
prices in 197 0 ranged from less 
th an $1,000 for some campers 
th at merely slide onto th e truck 
body to 
as 
much as 
$1 0,000 
truck price included for units 
factory-mounted on th e ch assis. 
Furth er up th e line are travel 
trailers, wh ich may range up to 
35 feet long and are designed to 
be 
towed 
beh ind 
passenger 
cars. Some of th em h ave th e 
appearance of a conventional 
h ome, oth ers h ave aluminum, 
“aircraft” type bodies. 
Wh atever its sh ape, th e trav­ 
el trailer is th e most popular of 
all recreational veh icles. Many 
of th em are self-contained liv­ 
ing units, with all th e luxuries 
th at oth er recreational veh icle 
owners h ad to leave beh ind.

Also according to ordinance, 
persons found sh ooting to kill or 
injure an animal may be fined 
up to $50 for eacn offense.
